THE CONEY ISLAND PARKS 


AND WHAT 


SUMMER FINDS 


Upon His Arrival at New York’s Playgrounds 


The Concessions Have All Suffered Seriously from the Damp, Cold Weather, 


and it is Only Within the Past Fortnight that the Balance Has Turned 
to the Side of Profit—Description of the Shows. 


By HARRY 


LTHOUGH Fred Thompson, of New 

York Hippodrome and Luna Park 

fame, has always been regarded as 

one particular individual whom Dame 

Fortune has seen fit to favor with her 
sweetest smile, there are people a plenty at 
Coney Island these days who have an unshaken 
belief that the wizard of summer amusements 
is nothing short of a ‘‘Jonah.’”’ This opinion is 
based upon the fact that from the st day 
of the opening of Luna Park’s gates for the 
season of 1907 until June 8, when Mr. Thomp- 
son departed for Chicago, to oversee the initial 
performance of his big money-getter, Brewster's 
Millions, in the Windy City, there was little 
else than rain and cold weather at Caney. 
Consequent with his leavetaking of his island 
resort there has been settled summer weather, 
and as a result Luna has been doing what may 
be styled a ‘‘land office’ business ever since. 

Now that the hoodoo has been dispelled Mr. 
Thompson will probably feel safe in venturing 
back to the Island at an early date, to lend his 
master hand to the management of the world’s 
famous fun factory by the sea. 

Where for a month the savage monster, 
Gloom, reigned supreme, joy and gladness now 
hold forth, and well wey may, for ideal sum- 
mer anu park weather has at last visited Coney 
and brought with it the shekels of the visit- 
ing multitudes that are daily flocking here from 
the densely crowded and hot quarters of Greater 
New York and other nearby cities. 

Every amusement purveyor, from the big 
summer park magnate down to the less pre- 
tentious shooting gallery man, has been doing 
the finest kind of business since June 8, and 
the consensus of opinion seems to be that while 
1907 proved to be a bad starter, it will finish 
strong, and, financially speaking, will come un- 
der the wire an easy winner. 

The most noteworthy consequence of the early 
season’s bad weather is that it had the effect 
of developing ‘‘chilled feet among a coterie of 
Greek capitalists, who came here early in the 
spring and bought up a lot of leases along Surf 
avenue and the Bowery. History shows that 
these enterprising gentlemen soon became dis- 
couraged by the unfavorable weather conditions 
and absence of business, and have long since 
left the Island for other fields of operation. 

Judging by the immense crowds that have 
flocked to Coney since the advent of real sum- 
mer, the attendance here on Fourth of July 
should be a record breaker. The management 
of every amusement place and device, as well 
as concessionaires, are making elaborate prepar- 
ations for the great national holiday, and no 
matter how large the crowd may happen to be, 
there will be ample provision for the thorough 
and satisfactory entertainment of every vis- 
itor on that occasion. All that is needed to 
make this event a red letter day in the his- 
tory of Coney is clear skies. The trolley and 
elevated railroad facilities are better than ever 
this year, and already the railway companies op- 
erating into the Island are formulating plans of 
transportation that when put into execution will 
prove to be amply sufficient to take care of the 
Independence Day influx. 


BUSY LUNA PARK 


The management of Luna Park makes the 
prediction that 1907 is going to be it banner 
Season, and if the immense business that has 
been done here since June 8 is any criterion, this 
prophecy will no doubt prove correct. While 
the “Court of Luna” is a veritable seething 
mass of humanity on Saturdays and Sundays, 
the attendance every clear afternoon and eve- 
ning is decidedly heatlthy. Nearly every show 
has been standing them up on the big days, 
while the surging crowds that congregate about 
the lagoon and the several free attractions fre- 
‘quently make conditions in the promenades lit- 
tle suort of uncomfortable. 


In passing over the numerous shows that Man- 
ager Thompson has provided for the entertain- 
ment and delectation of the visitor to Luna, 
none has withstood the test of time quite so 
well as. The Trip to the Moon. This well worn 
but ever popular attraction was installed at the 
park the first season the place was opened, five 
years ago, and still gets the money, although 
the price of admission has been reduced from 
twenty-five cents to a dime. 

A Trip to the Moon is the noteworthy medium 
that brought the well known firm of Thompson 
& Dundy into the limelight of showdom pub- 
licity in the East. This occurred at the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo, where the at- 
traction was a feature show. The following 
Season the vehicle was introduced to the pleas- 
ure seeking public at George Tilyou’s Steeple- 
chase Park, at Coney Island, where it was the 
piece de resistance for the summer. It was 
then taken to Luna Park, where it has since 
made barrels of money for its owners. This 
show is Mr. Thompson’s own conception, and is 
protected by so many copyrights and patents 
that its reproduction by a rival concern is prac- 
tically impossible. 


THE SHIPWRECK 
The Wreck of the Corsair, or The Shipwreck, 
as it is more familiarly known, is a new Thomp- 
son show that is raking in the shekels this sum- 
mer. The shipwreck idea is said to have been 
suggested to its creator by a familiar storm 


scene in Brewster’s Millions. The show is 
strictly a scenic production that runs just 
eleven minutes and the story is told in an 


able manner by a lecturer who happens to be 
Mr. James Cherry, who was leading man for 
two seasons at the New York Hippodrome. 


BONNELL. 


The story deals with the ‘‘sacking of Henlo- 
pen,’’ in 1704, and just subsequent to the 
hanging in London of the notorious pirate, Cap- 
tain Kidd. Henlopen was a small fishing vil- 
lage along the coast of Delaware, U. S. A., and 
was visited and sacked one day by Captain 
K.uus brother, who was actuated by a feeling 
of revenge. ‘‘The Shipwreck’’ is in two scenes, 
the first showing the village of Henlopen and 
the approach of the piratical ship, Corsair. 


AROUND THE LAGOON 

The Days of '49, which has been chosen at the 
successor of The Train Robbery, is another of 
Arthur Vogetlin’s wild west inspirations that 
is developing into a gate receipt winner. The 
ballyhoo is conceded to be the strongest in the 
park. 

Danny McCarthy, of Manhattan, is again on 
deck as right hand man to Superintendent Fred 
McClelland. With the exception of last season, 
this young man has been with the Thompson and 
Dundy forces since 1902, when he was con- 
nected with the ‘irip to the Moon show at the 
Pan-American. 

The Evening World has established a mam- 
moth news bulletin at the entrance of the Paris- 
ian Cafe, where complete reports of the races 
and baseball games are displayed. This looks 
like come more Fred Thompson enterprise. 

To judge from the generous attendance te 
Luna Park by people in show life, this resort 
would seem to have struck a popular chord with 
the footlight favorites of old Broadway. During 
the past week the park has been visited by 
DeWolf Hopper, Digby Bell, Gus Weinberg, Car! 
D. Lothrop, manager of Keith’s Boston theatre; 
Albert Sutherland, vaudeville agent: Holbrook 
Blinn and Douglas Fairbanks, of The Man of 
the Hour Company; John B. Reynolds, manager 
for Mary Mannering, and former president of 
the Pittsburg Press Club; James Manley, who 
is doubling the characters of John D. Rockefel- 
ler and Harriman in the Follies of 1907, at the 
New York Roof Garden, and Col. E. A. Braden, 
a well-known New York theatrical manager, and 
now a prominent and important factor in the 
mining circles of Goldfield, Nev. The latter 
three visitors were personal guests of Luna's

While the piratical crew are engaged in sacking 
the village a severe storm comes up with un- 
usual suddenness and drives the Corsair on the 
rocks, where she finally goes to pieces in the 
second and last act. 


The scenic arrangements are an admirably 
clever piece of work that makes the production 
remarkably realistic. ‘‘The Shipwreck’’ employs 
a working force of twenty stage hands and six 
electricians. Three shows an hour are given 
and a strong ballyhoo of ten Hawaiian musicians 
with string instruments are advantageously used 
to pull the crowd. 


Several thespians who are well known in stage 
circles during the regular show season are tak- 
ing part in “The Shipwreck’’ production. Among 
these may be mentioned Harry Guynette, who 
essays the part of the old fisherman. The for- 
mer was well known on Broadway as having 
been a member of the o.u. Wallack Stock Com- 
pany for twenty years. 

Edward DeCorsa, who plays the part of Red 
Hand, the pirate chieftain, was leading heavy 
man in the first production of the Sign of the 
Cross. Robert Hay Percy, an old time veteran 
actor with many well-known productions, also 
appears as a freebooter. 

Marie E, Hanna, last season with the Prince 
of India, is the filsherman’s wife, and Mrs.

Norfolk, Va., June 10, 1907. 
9 EATH a glorious sky that beamed 
forth a genuine Virginia welcome 
and saluted by the thunderous salvos 
from the guns of some forty or more 
American battleships, in which they 
were joined by those of the many foreign war 


vessels now assembled in Hampton Roads; all ' 


the noisy jubalate reinforced by the bellowing 
growls from the big rifie guns mounted on grim 
Fortress Munroe and the works on the Rip-Raps, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Chief Executive of this 
mighty nation, stepped proudly from his steam 
launch, for the second time, upon ground con- 
secrated to the celebration of the ter-centennial 
of the founding of the English colony at James- 
town, which little band of colonists under the 
freedom of a glorious republic has grown into 
the noble commonwealth of Virginia. The 
Jamestown Exposition is complete-—-the Presi- 
dent’s second visit was to announce this fact 
to the civilized world. 

Contrast conditions now with those that con- 


fronted him on the opening day when skeletons | 


of unfinished buildings furnished a miserable 
background to a foreground of debris—a deso- 
late perspective. An Arabian enchantment since 
then has been wrought. Some seer bad directed 
the finding of Aladdin’s lamp and the officials 
by vigorous rubbing have caused the genie to 
do wonders. As if in welcome the genie had 
transformed the dreary waste into a vision of 
loveliness. Before him lay imposing palaces 
and beautiful temples; a newly finished picture 
of joyous innocence, of an universal fraternity; 
all housed in an architectural glory as varied 
as the vagaries of a Turner pallette, in which 
the best of artists and artisans had worked 
hand in hand, to provide the startling and fairy- 
like prospect. 

The presence of the nation’s chief on Georgia 
Day, June 10, establishes so far, the high- 
water mark of attendance—some 75,000 paid 
admissions being registered by the turnstiles on 
that day. 

Never in the history of world’s fairs in this 
country has there been seen upon a single cam- 
pus Martius such a splendid army of regular 
and citizen soldiery as was assembled in review 
on Lee Parade. Add to these the battalions of 
marines and sailors from both national and for- 
eign warships, the cadets from West Point and 
the Virginia Military, and Polytechnic Insti- 
tutions, and the many groups of gold-laced 
and decorated attaches of the foreign legations 
and the respect of all for this exposition is 
commanded. Truly, the Jamestown Exposition 
is an Army and Navy Review of a gigantic 
nature. Back all of this up with beautiful 
Hampton Roads—its turquoise—tinted waters 
literally covered with the mightiest of fighting 
vessels and the globe-trotter has a picture worth 
a voyage to see. 

Virginia Day was only slightly behind in 
the number of visitors. Again on this day there 
was a repetition of the martial array. 

The week’s glory was marred by the loss of 
some eleven of the brightest of the navy’s mid- 
shipmen and a warrant officer belonging to the 
crew of the battleship Minnesota. It is sup- 
posed that the steam launch conveying them 
from the exposition grounds to their vessel was 
cut down by some harbor tug. The night 
was gusty and the wind blowing a stiff gale. 
Two of the unfortunate middies were of 1907 
class and had just finished the course at Ann- 
apolis with highest honors. 

An important addition to the officials of the 
Jamestown Exposition was made on the 12th, by 
installing James M. Barr, formerly president 
of the Seaboard Air Line Railway, to a posi- 
tion that could be likened to that of director 
general, although the gentleman will be known 
officially as advisor general. It is understood 
that his power is practically autocratic. The 
recent engagement of Stephen W. Bolles, as 
director of advertising, strengthens a depart- 
ment that has been lamentably weak. Mr. 
Bolles brings to the exposition his valuable 
experience as a director of press and exploita- 
tion for both the Pan-American Exposition, at 
Buffalu, and the Louisiana Purchase World’s 
Fair, at Saint Louis. Known intimately by 
every newspaper man in the country and 
abroad—himself an old editor of broad and re- 
sourceful force, his appointment is most timely. 

The National Editorial Association, 1,500 
strong, are visiting the fair from the 12th to 
the 17th. The United Commercial Travelers’ 
vanguard were here doing the exposition from 
the 13th to the 15th. They express themselves as 
being delighted and will go away ‘‘boosting.”’ 
The Travelers’ Protective Association will have 
their special day on June 19. The International 
Chiefs of Police will convene here on the 20th 
and Baltimoreans will celebrate their day on 
the 27th. 

The Warpath is now in the full zenith of its 
power. Every concession is now open and all 
doing well. The undoubted big winners are the 
McConnell enterprises, the ‘‘Battles of Gettys- 
burg, and Manassas,’’ and his stupendious ma- 
rine battle spectacle, The Battle Between the 
Merrimac and Monitor. All three are in the 
most imposing edifices on the Warpath. The 
famous battle between the two first ironclads 
is fought with actual powder and the big ves- 
sels go through all the maneuvers of an actual 
sea fight. It is easily the leading feature of 
the exposition’s amusements. Next in popularity 
comes Col. Francis Ferari’s Arena and Jungle 
of Wild and Trained Animals. This concession 
is turning them away at nearly every show and 
has done much in establishing a tone to the 
streets. His Jungle is the most unique ever 
built. In many respects it is better constructed 
than that of the Hagenbeck Show at the Saint 
Louis World’s Fair. His performance is an ex- 
cellent one. Hustling Sam C. Haller is the 
Colonel’s director of press and advertising and 
his work is telling for miles around. So far his 
press work, both local and suburban beats them 
all. Gaston Akoun’s Beautiful Orient is also 
doing splendidly. Trixie, the Equine Wonder, 
is successful. Her manager, Mr. Barnes, is 
tireless and engaging. The press boys are very 
fond of him. Charlie Pelton has put on a new 
show here, Paul Revere’s Ride, and it looks 
like a winner. Ranch No. 101, a wild west 
show, owned by the Miller Brothers, of Okla- 
homa, is one of the biggest ever organized, and 
seems to be doing fine.

The following letter explains itself: 
Lexington, Ky., June 21, 1907. 
Editor of The Billboard. 

Dear Sir:—In your issue of June 22, I read

For many years he boomed the many 
arenic enterprises of James E. Keliey and asso- 
ciates, remaining in New York and preparing 
the advertising ammunition which was supplied 
the advance of the several enterprises.

Dr. Richard P. Jones was in high repute with 
circus managers and of a winter he was in 
demand to boom the minstrels, the men in 
black being warm competitors.

He was a_ brother-in-law 
of Dr. Spaulding, of Spaulding & Rogers, and 
long represented that firm. Van Orden was 
gifted and accomplished, and he was success- 
ul in arousing the ambitions of the Colonel 
and he became a student, to his betterment as 
a jester. It is related that Van Orden, while 
in advance of one of Spaulding & Rogers’ shows, 
in the South, sat in one night on the waters of 
the Mighty River, in a game of draw, to the 
depletion of his advance money.

DOLLY VARDEN'S LETTER 


DesMoines, Ia., June 17, 1907. 

My Dear “Billy Boy 

I haven’t been back with the show since last 
Monday. I got out of Charles City, Ia., in a 
hurry. A storm followed me in there. Say, it 
was a corker, too. Two hours before the storm 
Ed. Hopkins, boss canvasman of the side show, 
quit and started for Philadelphia. Whether 
this brought the storm or not, I know not. The 
wind didn’t find ‘‘Hop’’ at home and Mr. Side- 
show was leveled to the ground. Over at the 
big top General Billy Curtis was on deck. He 
held the old thing in the air and another 
feather was placed in his storm hat. He’s 2 
wonder, that’s all there is to it. The circus 
tent was packed with people at the time. The 
rain followed the wind. It was a regular 
water-spout. The people were drenched. The 
canvas was thoroughly soaked, and for the night 
show the tops were removed from both men- 
agerie and circus. In fair weather the top 
of the menagerie is taken off every night, and 
the scheme has made a hit with patrons. Well, 
the performance at night at Charles City was 
ee all the way. A full house witnessed

Waverly was the town Tuesday, June 11. 
When I passed through there the day before 
the country people were coming in. It was a 
grand day and two packed tents were recorded. 

Napoleon met defeat on the field of Waterloo. 
John Robinson was victorious at Waterloo, Ind., 
Wednesday, June 12. Do not imagine for a 
second that other shows didn’t bill in opposition; 
but the Governor was in first, don’t you see. 
oo were turned away. The day was beau- 

ul. 

The ‘‘Ten Big’’ were at Manchester, Ia., on 
Thursday, June 13. The sun smiled even on 
the Italian Band. They play some awfully 
funny tunes and the tuba player sometimes 
makes a noise like the rumbling of Vesuvius. 
Gee! but it’s a scream when they strike hard 
notes. They squint their eyes so peculiarly. 
The little spike-tailed coats they wear frighten 
me. It just seems something out of the ordi- 
nary will jump out of them and right at me. 
I wonder if I eat spaghetta will it allay my 
fears? Ollivetto is a good fellow. He’s so 
secret. If I thought he had ‘‘mon’’ I'd be 
after him. I believe the man would marry if 
he got the chance. 

Friday, June 14, was Cedar Rapids, and big 
business was marked on the ledger. Rudolph 
Gessley’s arm is frightfully sore from selling 
so many tickets. A ‘‘wise-all’’ rounded in the 
other day and remarked that he had heard on 
Broadway and in the Hippodrome that business 
was rotten in Iowa. Gessler was there in a 
jiffy. He simply rolled up the sleeves of his 
shirt and gave the learned tourist a Circle- 
ville peep at his upper limbs. The evidence 
of big business was recorded on every muscle. 
The fellow didn’t want to see any more of 
Rudolph. I heard he joined a dog and pony 
show the next day. The weather at Cedar 
Rapids was grand. 

Rain came at Tama, June 15. Business was 
good, just the same. So many people back in 
the woods remember John Robinson. They saw 
the show thirty years ago. 

Sunday and Monday were spent at Boone, the 
home of Dick Jones, who trains and handles 
the Robinson elephants, and also of Rev. J. 
Stanley Wellington, minister with the circus. 
What a welcome they were given! Dick hadn't 
seen the old place for ten years. He was then 
a harum-scarum youngster. The way he sidled 
up to a lovely country Miss on Sunday night 
makes me think he is about to hop off into the 
matrimonial walks. 

On Sunday the John Robinson Circus Ball 
Team, made up from the two nines with the 
show, played the crack Boone team and de- 
feated them 11 to 7. The Boone team had never 
been up against just such a proposition; it was a 
scenic railway to them. The strong man 
pitched, the living skeleton caught, the con- 
tortionists covered the bases and the canvasmen 
guarded the gardens. When it came to running 
bases the boys who had been doing double 
somersaults over elephants and camels and 
horses, had no trouble in making the circuit, 
even if they had no mattresses to land on. 
When it came to pulling down long flies the 
Boone team were no match for ‘‘daring gym- 
nasts, nimble acrobats and talented aerialists.’’ 
I do not think there is a club in lowa can beat 
the circus team. 

The business at Boone Monday was dandy. 
The day was bright. In our flower garden of 
posies is a Rose that has the best of the other 
Roses I have seen. The astrological calcula- 
tions of Prof. Hornmann, of the side show, have 
it that the Rose I mention is about to be 
plucked from the plat of single blessedness and 
placed high up with all the other bald-headed 
benedicts. I never knew a Rose to be bald- 
headed before. A great many of us call him 
Frank for short. All the county officials and 
constables in the world know him. They like 
him. Who don't? 

George S. Cole arrived here in ill health. 
Nothing serious. He ate some ice cream in a 
Greek candy kitchen. An undertaker, they say, 
always does well next door to a Greek’s place 
of business. 

At Waterloo there was a big newsboys’ twi- 
light parade. The circus band led them. 

At Cedar Rapids the Hotel Logan is the 
place. Fine fellows in charge. Vic Hugo has 
quarters in this hotel. He looks like a four- 
time winner. His theatre down town is closed 
now and he has the summer park in operation. 
Really he does not look like a fellow who would 
ever go back in the circus business. He actually 
has diamonds. His wife is as charming as 
ever. Vic went over to Waterloo to see the 
show. He was standing ameng the rubes watch- 
ing the parade; one of the elephants saw him 
and tossed him up and down in the air for a 
few moments. All the show people instantly 
recognized him and yelled in chorus: ‘‘Alamo! 
Alamo! Alamo!’’ That’s the name of his park. 
The funny experience was wired all over this 
part of the West. 

Des Moines is ‘het up’’ 
government which her people will vote on in 
a few days. Doc Waddell tried to have the 
election on circus day and have a voting take 
place in the big top. It looks like the grafters 
will be thrown out of office. Why in the name 
of goodness don’t poor, weak man tumble and 
put women in office?

Lee Shubert should break and repudiate a cer- 
tain contract which was then and there existing 
between the said Lee Shubert and one David 
Belasco for the presentation by the said David 
Belasco of certain attractions owned by him 
in the theatres owned by the said Lee Shubert. 

7. A threat by the defendants to one William 
F. Connor, in the month of December, 1905, to 
the effect that unless the said Connor would 
repudiate a certain contract which was then and 
there existing between him and the said Lee 
Shubert, under the terms of which the said 
Connor and the said Lee Shubert were jointly 
to manage a theatrical tour in the United States 
for one Sarah Bernhardt, be, the said Erlanger, 
and the other defendants would refuse to permit 
the production of any play or theatrical attrac- 
tion in which the said Sarah Bernhardt should 
act, in any of the theatres controlled by the 
defendants. 


Thereafter, an order was granted for leave to 
the defendants to inspect the stenographic min- 
utes of the evidence and proceedings before the 
grand jury. The defendants now move to dis- 
miss the indictment upon the following grounds: 

1. That the evidence fails to show any crime 
as having been committed by the defendants 
herein. 

2. That the crime, if any such be shown, was 
not committed within the County of New York, 
within the period prescribed by the statute of 
limititations. 

3. That illegal, incompetent, immaterial, im- 
proper and prejudicial evidence against the de- 
fendants, was admitted upon the inquiry before 
the grand jury. 

4. Upon all the grounds mentioned in sec- 
tions 313 and 671 of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure of the State of New York. 

To maintain the accusation against the de- 
fendants, testimony was presented to the grand 
jury tending to sustain the allegations of the 
indictment. Subdivisions 5 and 6 of section 
168 of the Penal Code provide as follows: 

“If two or more persons conspire, either 

5. To prevent another from exercising a law- 
ful trade or calling, or doing any other lawful 
act, by force, threats, intimidation, * * * or 

6. To commit any act injurious * * * to trade 
or commerce, each of them is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.’’ 

Section 171 of the Penal Code defines an overt 
act, and provides as follows: 

“No agreement except to commit a felony 
upon the person of another, or to commit arson 
or burglary, amounts to a conspiracy, unless 
some act ides such agreement be done to 
effect the object thereof, by one or more of the 
parties to such agreement.’’ 


Prior to the adoption of the Penal Code in 
1881, there was no provision corresponding to 
subdivision 5, of section 168, of the Penal Code, 
this section being the creation of the authors 
of the Penal Code. 

The defendants claims: First, that they did 
not conspire to prevent any person from exer- 
cising his lawful trade or calling,; and secondly, 
that the owning, controlling and leasing of the- 
atres, the producing of plays or entertainments 
of the stage, and the bocking of contracts for 
the production of plays, in accordance with the 
agreements hereinbefore referred to, is not an 
article of trade or commerce, and that, there- 
fore, the defendants did not commit acts injuri- 
ous to trade or commerce. 

The first question to be determined is, whether 
the defendants conspired to prevent any person 
from exercising his trade or calling. 

In the case of People ex rel Burnham ys. 
Flynn, (114 App. Div., 578), the defendant was 
charged with the violation of subdivision 5 of 
section 168 of the Penal Code. The relator 
Burnham was a manager of a theatre, and a 
member of the ‘‘Theatre Managers’ Association 
of the City of New York,’ the members of 
which entered into an agreement, alleged to 
have constituted a criminal conspiracy, to pre- 
vent one James S. Metcalf, a dramatic critic 
and writer, from exercising his lawful calling 
of critic and writer, and from entering any of 
the theatres managed by the Association, and 
by the carrying out of such agreement and 
forcibly preventi him from entering a theatre 
after he had purchased a ticket of admission. 

The Appellate Division of this Department, 
by a unanimous opinion, held that the defendant 
violated no law, and discharged him from cus. 
tody, the Court saying: 

“Assuming that the occupation of critic is a 
trade or calling, and that the agreement made 
by the relator with other members of the Asso- 
ciation, and the overt acts on the part of some 
of them carrying it into effect come within the 
letter of the law above quoted, whether or not 
a crime was committed depends upon whether 
the agreement was a corrupt and unlawful one, 
and whether the acts employed to carry it out, 
by excluding the complainant from various the- 
atres were also unlawful * * * The relator and 
his associates did not, therefore, enter into an 
unlawful agreement when they agreed amongst 
themselves that the complainant should not be 
admitted to the various theatres d 


consequence of which similar attractions of the 
first class repeated opposed each other in the 
same place, and thereby injured each other by 
causing the public to choose between them; that, 
unless tours were arranged in as nearly a direct 
line as possible, needless expense resulted from 
railroad fares and the too frequent hauling, 
backward and forward, of theatrical parapher- 
nalia because of the geographical location of 
theatres and places of amusement; and that to 
guard against losses of a similar character, and 
for the benefit and protection of the parties to 
this agreement, each of the parties contributed 
some of the theatres owned or controlled by 
him, in order to establish a continuous chain of 
theatres throughout the United States, at which 
their several attractions could be produced in 
turn, the bookings being arranged in conjunction 
with each other; that is to say, no attraction 
was to be booked in any of the said theatres 
or places of amusement which would insist on 
playing in an opposition theatre or place of 
amusement, in any of the cities in which the 
parties to this agreement owned or controlled 
theatres, unless the party having the theatre 
or place of amusement in said competitive place 
should give his or their consent in writing to 
permit said attraction to be produced in the 
opposition theatre or place of amusement. 

Another provision of the agreement bound the 
parties either to play their attractions in the 
theatres owned by the parties to the agreement, 
or to remain out of the cities in which said 
theatres or places of amusement are respectively 
located, unless consent to play in an opnosition 
theatre was obtained from the party having the 
theatre at the competitive point. 

Each of the parties to the agreement was to 
perform certain duties, and the net profits and 
other income derived from the theatres were to 
be divided between them in equal shares or pro- 
portions. Provision was also made for bringing 
in other theatres from time to time under the 
terms of the contract. 

On April 23rd, 1900, another agreement was 
entered into between the same parties, for a 
period of five years, beginning August 31st, 
1901, which recited, among other things, that 
tours had been advantageously arranged under 
the previous agreement, thereby saving much 
expense in railroad fares and in moving of com- 
panies from point to point; and that a large 
number of persons engaged in the theatrical 


ged by 
them. If they disliked his presence, or thought 
his attendance was injurious to their business, 
they could agree that he should not be per- 
mitted to attend. If he attempted to do so. 
their place of amusement being their own, and 
being a private place so far as any individual 
or the public was concerned, they had a right, 
by such reasonable force as was necessary, to 
prevent him from entering. Their acts, there- 
fore, in so preventing him were not unlawful 
acts. In People vs. Kostka (4 N. Y. Cr. Re. 
429), relied upon by the respondents, the overt 
acts which the defendants committed were un- 
lawful and intimidating and threatening. Any 
number of men may combine to do a lawful act, 
and such combination does not subject them 
to either civil or criminal liability. (National 
ine Association vs. Cumming, 179 N. Y. 


“It only remains to be considered whether or 
not the agreement entered into was actuated by 
the sole motive of preventing the complainant 
from exercising his lawful calling of critic. 
The resolution negatives any such idea, and 
there is no evidence from which it can be as- 
sumed that such was the motive of the agree- 
ment, or that such a motive actuated the sub- 
sequent acts of excluding him. The resolution 
dwells particularly upon the fact that com- 
plainant had been unfair in his attacks upon 
certain members of the association, and it is 
especially stated that no mention is made of 
criticisms on plays or business matters. Whether 
these attacks had been made or not, and whether 
they were justified, or unjustified, is immaterial. 
If the members of the association thought they 
were unfair or disliked them, and desired for 
that reason alone that the complainant should 
not attend the various entertainments provided 
by them, they bad a right to agree to exclude 
him and to carry out that agreement by refusing 
to admit him. It cannot be said that their sole 
motive in doing what they did was to prevent 
the complainant from exercising his lawful call- 
ing of critic. On the contrary, what was done 
appears to have been actuated by an unfounded 
or well-founded dislike of complainant and dis- 
approval of his writings. The wisdom of the 
acts or the propriety or seemliness or unseemli. 
ness does not concern us. The only question 
to be determined is whether the acts were un- 
lawful, and our conclusion is that the facts 
disclosed do not constitute the crime of con- 
spiracy, and that the relator should have been 
discharged.”’ 

Tested by the principles laid down in this 
case, it seems that there must be a corrupt 
agreement between two or more individuals en- 
tered into with the criminal intent to do an 
unlawful act, which must be followed by the 
doing of an unlawful act; and that the motive 
for the agreement is to prevent some one from 
exercising a lawful trade or calling, since ‘‘a 
conspiracy is a combination to do an Ilegal act 
by legal means, or any act by illegal means.’’ 

The evidence presented to the grand jury dis- 
approves that such was the purpose of these 
defendants. The record discloses that, in 1896, 
the defendants «and other parties, being the 
owners in control of certain theatres through- 
out the country, and engaged in the production 
of theatrical amusements or entertainments of 
the stage, entered into an agreement for a 
period of five years. 

The agreement recited that the parties were 
interested in or held leases of various theatres 
and places of amusement in the United States, 
and that the theatrical business, as theretofore 
conducted by the various parties, had resulted 
in great losses from indiscriminate bookings, in 


had been benefitted under the first 
agreement, and that they were able to play their 
various attractions in the different citles of the 
United States and Canada in such a manner 
that other companies of the same or different 
class were not mitted to play against them 
in the same place during the same week or 
time, thus giving every company playing in the 
city full opportunity to reap all the benefits 
which could possibly be obtained. 

This agreement contains substantially the 
same provisions as those contained in the agree- 
ment of Aug. 31, 1896. In accordance with the 
provisions of these agreements, a very large 
number of booking contracts have been entered 
into, from time to time, by the parties herein, 
and with third parties owning or managing 
plays or attractions. 

In pursuance of the terms of the so-called 
booking contracts, the parties therein, acting 
as directors and agents of and for the theatres 
or managers thereof, agreed to furnish to the 
parties specified in the agreement a particular 
theatre, with equipment and employees, for a 
specified period, and the owners of the attrac- 
tion, in consideration thereof, agreed to furnish 
complete scenic properties and everything nee- 
essary to the proper production of the play or 
entertainment of the stage. 

a contracts contained the following stipula- 
ons: 


“The party of the second part further agrees 
that without the written consent of the party 
of the first part, he will not allow said com- 
bination, star, or company, to play or to be 
advertised to play or perform at any theatre in 
the city of during the present season 
or prior to the fulfillment of this contract, or 
within four weeks thereafter, except on agree- 
ment endorsed on this contract. In case the 
party of the second part violates this condition, 
he hereby agrees to pay said parties of the 
first part as liquidated, stipulated and agreed 
damages, and in nowise as a penalty, the sum 
of one thousand dollars. 


“It is finally mutually agreed, afid this con- 
tract is made upon the express understanding 
and condition that the party of the second 
part will not, except from the written consent 
of the first parties, book or play the attrac- 
tion hereby booked in any other theatre or place 
of amusement in the United States or Canada 
during the theatrical season covered by this 
agreement, and will only place the attraction 
in such theatres or places of amusement as are 
controlled by the parties of the first part, and 
for a violation of this agreement the parties 
of the first part may cancel the time hereby 
booked on one day’s notice to be mailed to the 
last known address of the sald party of the 
second part.’’ 

Under the agreement of 1896, no theatre in 
the county of New York, owned or controlled 
by the defendants, or any of the parties therein, 
had been contributed to the general scheme of 
the chain of theatres; while, under the agree 
ment of Aug. 31, 1901, only one theatre in the 
county of New York, the Knickerbocker The- 
atre, was contributed by the defendants to the 
general scheme of the chain of theatres. 

Lee Shubert, a witness before the grand jury, 
testified, among other things, that he was in 
the business of managing and owning theat- 
rical attractions, and managing, owning and 
leasing theatres: that from 1900 until the 
present time he had under his control the fol- 
lowing theatres in the county of New York: 
Herald Square Theatre, Lyric Theatre, Princess 
Theatre and Madison Square Theatres in Chi- 


cago, the Garrick Theatre; a theatre in St. 
Louis and the Belasco Theatre in Washington; 
that he successfully produced plays at his 
various theatres, and was also engaged in the 
business of booking plays or entertainments of 
the stage for others. 

Before the grand jury, the witness was asked 
the following: Q. “If you were going on the 
road you can not lay out a continuous route: 
You have got to see-saw?’ to which question 
the witness replied, ‘“‘Yes, we have to. It costs 
us more in railroading than we can possibly 
take in some weeks in order to make the 
points."’ 

David Belasco, another witness, among other 
things, testified that he was engaged in writ- 
ing and producing attractions, and had been so 
engaged for the past twenty-five or thirty 
years; that since 1896 he had produced sev- 
eral plays which were. performed in various 
theatres and places of amusement in the county 
of New York and in other cities of the Lnited 
States; that nearly all of his plays had met 
with great success, and that large profits were 
derived therefrom; and that he had been for 
many years, and was the lessee of the Belasco 
Theatre in the county of New York. 

The statement of Shubert, ‘‘that you can not 
lay out a continuous route unless you see-saw, 
and that under such circumstances it costs us 
more in railroading than we can possibly take 
in some weeks in order to make the points,”’ 
furnished the strongest incentive for the de- 
fendants to enter into the agreements referred 
to, for the purpose of preventing losses in their 
business. 

The testimony clearly shows that, instead 
of Shubert and Belasco being prevented from 
exercising a lawful trade or calling, they, on 
the contrary, were able to own, lease or con- 
trol theatres, and produce plays; and that Shu- 
bert also conducted a booking agency. 

On one occasion, Belasco, finding himself un- 
able to hire a theatre in the city of Washing- 
ton, obtained a hall, fitted it up as a theatre, 
at an expense of twenty-five thousand dollars, 
and produced a play which met with financial 
success. Can it be said that, because Shubert 
and Belasco were subjected to inconvenience 
and expense, that they were prevented from 
exercising a lawful trade of calling? To put 
the question is to answer it. 

defendants were engaged in a private 
business, and hence, were not obliged to aid 
a business rival by permitting him to use their 
private business premises. They had the un- 
doubted right to book, or to refuse to book, any 
production that they saw fit, and to maintain 
and close any of their theatres at their option. 
There was no motive on the part of the defen- 
dants to injure Shubert, Belasco or any other 
person; their motive to promote their own busi- 
ness, and to refuse to do, business with r- 
— who should produce attractions with thefr 

vals. 

Although the agreements contained certain 
restrictions and although they may have sub- 
jected their competitors to expense and incon- 
venience, there can be no criminal conspiracy, 
under subdivision 5 of section 168 of the Penal 
Code; since the purpose of the defendants, as 
well as the methods pursued by them under 
the agreements, were not unlawful; nor does 
the evidence show that the defendants com- 
mited any illegal act by legal means, or any 
act by illegal means. 

conclusions I have reached enunciate the 
policy of the law of this State with reference 
to agreements of this character, as will appear 
from the following authorities: 

In the cast of Park & Sons Co. vs. Nat. Drug- 
gists’ Assn. (175 N. Y. 21), the Court of Ap- 
peals says: 

“It will be seen, therefore, that this is a con- 
troversy between opponents in business, neither 
side trying to help the public. Nor will the 
public be the gainer by the success of either. 
The motive behind the action of each party is 
self-help. It is the usual motive that inspires 
man to endure great hardships and take enor- 
mous risks that fortune may come. In the 
struggle which acquisitiveness prompts, but lit- 
tle consideration is given to those who may 
be affested adversely. Am I within my legal 
rights? is as near to the equitable view as 
competitors In business usually come. When on 
part finds himself overmatched by the strength 
of the petition of the other, he looks about for 
ald. And quite often he turns to the courts, 
even when he has not merit of his own, and 
makes himself for the time being the pretended 
champion of the public welfare in the hope 
that the courts may be deceived into an adjudi- 
cation that will prove helpful to him. Now, 
while the courts will not hesitate to enforce 
the law intended for the protection of the pub- 
lic because the party invoking such protection 
is unworthy, or seeks the adjudication for sel- 
fish reasons only, they will be careful not to al- 
low the process of the courts, to be made use 
of, under a false cry that the Interests of the 
public are menaced, when its real purpose is to 
strengthen the strategic position of one com- 
petitor in business as against another."’ 

In Collister vs. Hayman (183 N. Y. 250), it 
was held that the conducting of a theatre is 
a private business, which the proprietor can 
open or close at will, admitting as many as he 
sees fit, and charging what he may choose. 

“This necessarily followa from the fact that 
his enterprise is a private one and not public, 
and because, while he may entertain the public 
at large, as he sees fit, he is under no obliga- 
tions to do so. His rights and duties are not 
like those of carriers of passengers, for ex- 
ample, who have public franchises and are wn- 
der obligationa to give public service.""  (Peo- 
ple ex rel Burnham va, yon, supra). 

In National Protective Assn. va. Cumming, 
(170 N. Y. 815), the Court said: “Whatever 
ope man may do alone, he may do in combina- 
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- 
tion with others, provided they have no unlaw- 
ful object In view. Mere numbers do not ordi- 
parily affect the quality of the act.’’ 

In the cast last quoted, the Court also held, 
that a labor union may refuse to permit its 
members to work with fellow-servants who are 
members of a rival organization, may notify 
the employer to that effect, and that a strike 


will be ordered, unless such servants are dis- 
charge’, where its action is based upon a 
proper motive, such as a to secure only 
the employment of efficient workmen, or to se- 
cure an exclusive preference of employment to 
its members, on their own terms and conditions, 


rovided that no force is employed, and no un- 
bow ful act is committed. If, under such cir- 
cumstances, the employees objected to are dis- 
charged, neither they nor the organization of 
which they are members have a right of action 
against the union or its members. 

The Comming case is not In conflict with the 
case of Curran vs. Galen, (152 N. Y. 33), since, 
in the latter case, it was held that, if the 
purpose of an organization or combination of 
workingmen is to hamper or restrict the free- 
dom of the citizen in purchasing his lawful 
trade or calling, and through contracts or ar- 
rangements with employers, to coerce other 
workingmen to become members of the organi- 
zation, and to come under its rules and con- 
ditions, under the penalty of the loss of their 


positions and of deprivation of employment, 
such purpose is against public policy and un- 
lawful 

In Jacobs vs. Coben, (183 N. Y. 207), an 
agreement made between the defendants and 


a labor union, whereby the former agreed for 
certain period, to employ and retain only mem- 
bers of the union in good standing, and the lat- 
ter for the same period, bound themselves to 
furnish the services of its members, was held 
to be not violative to public policy. 

On Page 211 the Court said: ‘The inviola- 
bility of the right of persons to freedom of ac- 
tion may well extend to any concert of action 
for legitimate ends, if consistent with the main- 
tenance of law and order in the community and 
if not interfering with the enjoyment and the 
exercise by others of their constitutional rights. 
Their right to combine and to co-operate for the 
promotion of such ends as to increase of wages, 
the curtailment of hours of labor, the regula- 
tion of their relations with their employer, or 
for the redress of a grievance, is justifiable. 
Their combination is lawful, when it does not 
extend so far as to inflict injury upon others, 
or to oppress and crush them by excluding 
them from all employment, gained 
through joining the labor organization, or trades 
union.’’ 

The People vs. Marcus, (185 N. Y. 257), the 
defendant was charged with a violation of sec- 
tion ITla of the Penal Code, in that he had 
entered into an agreement not to employ any 
person who was, or became a member of a labor 
union. The Court of Appeals reversed the 
judgment of conviction, declaring this section 
to be unconstitutional, as being an unau 
restraint upon the freedom to contract. In 
this case the Court reaffirmed the doctrines 
enunciated in the case of the Nat. Protective 
Assn. vs. Cunning and Jacobs vs. Cohen, supra. 
At Page 264 the Court said: 

“It would seem as though an employer should 
be unquestionably free to enter into such a 
contract with his workmen for the conduct of 
the business without its being deemed obnoxious 


upon any ground of public policy. If it might 
operate to prevent some rsons from bei 

employed by the firm, or, possible, from re- 
maining in the firm's employment, that is but 
an incidental feature. e restrictions were 
het of an oppressive nature, operating generally 
in the community to prevent such craftsmen 
from obtaining employment and from earning 


their livelihood. It was but a private agree- 
ment between an employer and his employees 
concerning the conduct of the business for a 
year, and securing to the latter an absolute 
right to limit the class of their fellow-workmen 
to those persons who should be in affiliation with 
an organization entered into with design of 


ee their interests in carrying on the 
“That freedom to contract which entitled an 
employer to make by agreement his place 


of business wholly within the control of a labor 
Union entitled him, if he so desires, to require 
of his employees that they be wholly indepen- 
dent of any labor union.”

In Lough et al. vs. Outerbridge et al., (143 
N. Y. 271), the Court on page 283, said: 

“On this branch of the argument the re- 
marks of Lord Coleridge in the case of the 
Mogul 8S. 8S. Co. vs. MeGregor (supra) are ap- 
plicable: ‘The defendants are traders with 
enormous sums of money embarked in their 
adventure, and naturally and allowably desire 
to reap a profit from their trade. They have 
a right to push their lawful trades by all 
lawful means. They have a right to endeavor, 
by lawful means to keep their trade in their 
own hands, and by the same means to exclude 
others from its benefits, if they can. Amongst 
lawful men as is certainly included the induc- 
ing by profitable offers customers to deal with 
them rather than with their rivals. It follows 
that they may, if they see fit, endeavor to in- 
duce customers to deal with them exclusively 
by giving notice that only to exclusive cus- 
tomers will they give the advantage of their 
profitable offers. I do not think it matters 
that the withdrawal of the advantages is out of 
all proportion to the injury inflicted by those 
who withdraw them on the customers who de- 
cline to deal exclusively with them dealing 
with other traders. 

In Walsh vs. Dwight, (40 App. Div. 516), 
the Court said on page 117: 

“Nor can it be that a manufacturer of mer- 
chandise can not agree to sell others upon con- 
dition that the vendees in selling at retail 
should charge a specific price for the goods sold, 
or should sell only the manufactured prduct 
of the manufacturer. If a dealer in articles 
of this kind, for his own advantage, agrees to 
confine his business to a particular line of goods, 
or agrees with the manufacturers to charge & 
particular price for the articles which he sells 
in his business, such an agreement is not illegal 
as in restraint of trade or as tending to create @ 
monopoly, as there is nothing in the agreement 
to prevent others from engaging in the business, 
or the manufactur r of other articles from selling 
their product to any one who is willing to buy, 
There is nothing to prevent the individual from 
selling any property that he has at any price 
which he can get for it. Nor it there any 
reason why any individual should not agree that 
he will not sell the property which he owns at 
the time of making the agreement, or which he 
thereafter acquires, at less than a fixed price; 
and certainly a contract of this kind is not one 
which exposes the parties to it to any penalty 
or subjects them to any action for damages by 
those whose business such a contract has inter- 
fered with. 

The next question to be considered is, whether 
the owning, controlling and leasing of theatres, 
and the producing of plays and entertainments 
of the stage, and the booking of contracts for 
the promotion of plays, is an article of trade 
or commerce, and, hence, whether the defendants 
committed acts injurious to trade or commerce. 

In Webster, ‘‘trade’’ is defined as: 

. “The act of business of exchanging com- 
modities by barter; the business of buying and 
selling for money; commerce; traffic: barter. 

Bi business which the person has 
learned and which he carries on for procuring 
subsistance, or for profit; occupation, especially 
mechanical employment; distinguished from_ the 
liberal arts and learned professions, and from 
agriculture; as, we speak of the trade of a 
smith. of a carpenter, or mason; but we never 
say, the trade of a farmer, or of a lawyer, or 
physician.’’ 

In the same work, ‘“‘commerce”’ is defined as: 

“The exchange of merchandise on a large 
scale between different places or communities; 
extended trade or traffic.” 

In the Standard Dictionary is de- 
fined as: 

1. “To dispose of by bargain and sale; now 
especially to barter, exchange, as to trade 
horses.”’ 


*““*trade’’ 


And ‘‘commerce” fs defined as: 

1. “The exchange of goods, ee = 
ropety of any kind; especially on a large scale 
e Getwean states or nations; extended trade; 
in economics, even grouped with agriculture 
and manufacture as a branch of production.”’ 

In Vol. 2, Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, p. 1127, 
“trade” is thus defined: 

“Any sort of dealings by way of sale or ex- 
change. The dealings in a particular business; 
as, the Indian trade; the business of a partic- 
ular mechanic; hence boys are said to be put 
apprentices to learn a trade; as, the trade of 
a carpenter, shoemaker, and the like. Bacon, 
Abr. Master and Servant (D 1). Trade differs 
from art." 


Trade has been defined as the exchanging of 
commodities for other commodities or for money. 
Commerce has a broader meaning. It consists 
of intercourse and ‘traffic and includes the trans- 
portation of persons and property and the nav- 
igation of public waters for that purpose. 

U,. 8S. v. Cassidy, 67 Fed., 698. 
U. 8S. v. Coal Dealers’ Association, 85 
Fed., 252. 

In Gibbons vs. Ogden, (22 U. S. 1), ‘‘com- 
merce’ is defined to mean not only trafic but 
also intercourse, and this definition has been 
approved in many cases. 

Henderson v. Mayer, 92 U. S., 259. 
Welton v. Missouri, 91 U. S., 275. 
Railroad Company v. Husen, 95 U. S., 465. 

The words “‘trade’’ and ‘‘commerce’’ are said 
by Jacobs, in his Law Dictionary, not to be 
synonomeus; that commerce relates to dealings 
with foreign nations; trade, on the contrary, 
means mutual traffic among ourselves, or the 
buying, selling or exchange of articles between 
members of the same community. 

In the Standard Dictionary, ‘‘play”’ is defined: 

“A dramatic composition for scenic represen- 
tation by speaking or acting, as a tragedy, 


comedy, farce, melodrama, or pantomime; as, 
Shakespeare's plays.”’ 
“Entertainment,” ‘Source of means of 


amusement; a diverting performance; especially 
a public performance, as a concert, drama, or 
the like.’’ 

“Theatre,” “A building especially adopted 
to dramatic, operative or spectacular representa- 
tions; a play house.’’ 

In Clifford vs. Brandon (2 Campbell, 
368). the Court said: 

“Theatres are not absolute necessaries of life, 
and any person may stay away who does not 
—— of the manner in which they are map- 
aged.”’ 

In re Oriental Society (104 Fed., 975.), a pe- 
tition was filed asking for adjudication in 
bankruptcy against the Oriental Society, and a 
receiver was appointed. The creditors moved to 
vacate the petition, and to set aside the ap- 
pointment of the receiver, on the ground that 
the Society was: 

“A corporation incorporated for the purpose 
of giving theatrical performances, and is en- 
gaged solely in said business.’’ 

The Court said: 

“Is it a ‘corporation engaged principally in 
manufacturing, trading, printing, publishing, or 
mercantile pursuits’? It seems to me that to 
ask this question is to answer it. A corporation 
engaged in giving theatrical performances is, 
of course, not engaged in manufacturing, print- 
ing, or publishing. In my opinion, also, it is 
clearly not trading or following mercantile pur- 
suits in the ordinary meaning of these words.’ 

_ Duff (4 Fed., 519), the Court said 
(p. § ¢ 

“The bankrupt was a theatrical manager. It 
did not appear that he had any other busin 
. 


page 


ess. 

* I think he can not be considered a mer- 
chant or tradesman within the meaning of the 
statute.”’ 

In re Surety Guarantee & Trust Co. (121 
Fed., 73), it was held that a corporation buying 
or selling stock was not a trader. 

In Queen Insurance Co. vs. State (86 Rex. 
250), it was held that: 

““A combination of insurance companies to es- 


tablish uniform rates of insurance and of 
agents’ commissions is not illegal under the 
Texas Anti-Trust Law of March 30, 1889, pro- 


hibiting trusts for restrictions in trade or the 
production, prices, or rates of transportation 
for commodities or articles of commerce, since 
a contract for insurance is not ‘trade,’ nor is 
it an ‘article of commerce’ or a ‘comodity.’ ’’ 

In Paul vs. Virginia (75 U. S., 159, at 183), 
the Court said: 

“Issuing a policy of insurance fs not a trans- 
action of commerce. The policies are simple 
contracts of indemnity against loss by fire, en- 
tered into between the corporations and the as- 
sured, for a consideration paid by the latter. 
These contracts are not articles of commerce 
in any proper meaning of the word. They are 
net subject of trade and barter offered in the 
market as something having an existence and 
value independent of the parties to them. 
They are not commodities to be shipped or for- 
warded from one state to another, and then put 
up for sale. They are like other personal con- 
tracts between parties which are completed by 
their signature and the transfer of the con- 
sideration.”’ 

In Hooper rs. California (155 U. S., 648, at 
page 655), the Court said: 

“The business of insurance is not commerce. 
The contract of insurance is not an instrumen- 
tality of commerce. The making of such a con- 
tract is a mere incident of commercial inter- 
course, and in this respect there is no difference 
whatever between insurance against fire and in- 
surance against ‘the perils of the sea.’ "’ 

In New York Life Insurance Co. vs. Cravens 
(178 U. S., 389), it was held that: 

“The business of insurance is not commerce, 
and the making of a contract of insurance is 
a mere incident of commercial intercourse in 
which there is no difference whatever between 
insurance against fire, insurance against the 
perils of the sea, or insurance of life.’’ 


If theatres are not absolute necessaries of 
life (in re Clifford vs. Brandon, supra), if a 
theatrical business {is not trade or commerce 
(In re Oriental Society, supra), if a theatrical 
manager can not be considered a tradesman (In 
re Duff, supra), if a corporation buying or 
selling stock is not a trader (In re Surety Guar- 
antee & Trust Co., supra), if the business of in- 


surance is not trade or commerce (In Paul vs. 
Virginia, supra; Hooper vs. California, supra; 
New York Life Insurance Co. vs. Cravens, su- 
pra), then how can it be successfully urged 
plays and entertainments of the stage are arti- 
cles and commodities of common use? 

In the light of the lexicographer’s definition 
of trade, commerce, play, entertainment and 
theatre, and of the foregoing decisions, it 
seems to me that plays and entertainments of 
the stage are not articles of useful commodi- 
ties of common use, and that the business of 
therefore, the defendants did not commit acts 
producing plays therein is not trade, and that, 
therefore, the defendants did not comit acts 
injurious to trade or commerce. 

The object of the conspiracy statute, sub- 
division 6 of section 168 of the penal code, is 
to punish those who conspire to do acts inju- 
rius to trade or commerce. The Anti-Trust Act 
(Sec. 1, of Chap. 690, of the Laws of 1889), 
was designed to declare illegal any contract, 
agreement, arrangement or combination whereby 
competition in the supply or price of any article 
or commodity of common use be restrained or 
prevented, inasmuch as such contracts. are 
against public policy, and, therefore, iMegal 
and void. 

The subject matter of a criminal conspiracy 
need not relate to an article of prime necessity; 
but it may also relate to a useful commodity of 
a nature needful for many purposes. 

With reference to articles of prime necessity, 
such as meat (Judd vs. Harrington, 139 N. Y., 
105); miik (People vs. The Milk Exchange, 145. 
N. Y., 267; lard (Leonard vs. Poole, 114 N. 
Y.. 371); sugar (People vs. N. Y. Sugar Refin- 


ing Co., 7 N. Y. Supp., 406; coal (People vs. 
Sheldon, 139 N. Y., 251; Arnot vs. Pittston & 
Elmira Coal N. Y., 250; Drake vs. 


articles such as 
tobacco (People vs. Duke, 19 Mise., 292); blue- 
stone (Cummings vs. Union Blue Stone Co., 16% 
N. Y¥., 401); envelopes (Cohen vs. Berkin & 
Jones Envelope Co., 166 N. Y., 292); carbon 
(Pittsburg Carbon Co. vs. McMillin, 119 N. Y., 
46); harrows (National Harrow Co. vs. Bement 
& Sons, 21 App. Div., 290); wirecloth (DeWitt 
Wire Cloth Co. vs. New Jersey Wire Cloth Co., 
16 Daly, 520); watches and clocks (Dueber 
Watch Case Co. vs. Howard Watch & Clock Co., 
3 Mise., 582); article of commodity of common 
use, as books (Strauss vs. Am. Pub. Assn., Si 
App. Div., 447; 177 N. Y., 473), the Courts have 
held that contracts by which parties to them 
combine for the purpose of creating a monopoly 
in restraint of trade to prevent competition, to. 
control and limit production, to increase prices. 
and maintain them, are contrary to sound public 
policy and void. 


The Learned District Attorney cites the cases 
of Hooker vs. Vandewater (4 Denio, 349), and 
Santon vs. Allen (5 Denio, 343) as analagous 
to the case to be determined. I do not agree 
with this view. In Hooker vs. Vandewater- 
(supra), the proprietors of five lines of boats, 
engaged in the business of transporting persone 
and freight on the Erie and Oswego canals, 
entered into an agreement to run for the re~ 
mainder of the season of navigation, at cer- 
tain rates for freight and passage, but which 
were to be changed whenever the parties should 
deem it expedient, and to divide the net earn~ 
ings among themselves, according to certaim 
proportions fixed in said articles. At page 352 
the Court said: 


“It was a conspiracy between the individuals 
contracting, to prevent a free competition among 
themselves in the business of transporting mer- 
chandise, property and passengers upon the 
public canals. * * * That the raising of 
the price of freights for the transportation of 
merchandise or passengers upon our canals is & 
matter of public concern, and in which the public 
have a deep interest, and does not admit of 

bt.” 


The case of Stanton vs. Allen (supra), was 
determined upon the principles enunciated in 
Hooker vs. Vandewater (supra). The subject 
matter of the contract in both of these cases 
affected articles of trade, since merchandise and 
property are certainly articles of trade and 
commerce, and, hence, it is manifest that these 
authorities were based upon the principle that 
the parties were engaged in the business of 


and ‘‘commerce.”’ 
After an exhaustive examination of the sub- 
ject of what is trade and commerce, I have 


failed to find any decision, nor has my atten- 
tion been directed to any decision, classifying 
theatrical amusements as articles of “‘trade’* 
and ‘‘commerce.’~* 

Since I have come to the conclusion that the 
evidence fails to show any crime has been com- 
mitted by the defendants under the indictment, 
it is unnecessary to determine the other ques- 
tions raised by the defendants. 

The motion to dismiss the indictment, as 
against the defendants, Klaw & Erlanger, ig 
therefore, granted.
